DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18 and 43 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art known to the Examiner is listed on the PTO 892 form of record. Speakman (US 
6,503,831) discloses a method of making a microelectromechanical system device 
comprising; releasing a micromover component 1302, and coating the micromover 
component with a first self-aligned film, wherein the step of coating comprises 
selectively depositing a coating composition only on the micromover component. See 
column 44, lines 23-29. However, none of the cited references anticipate or make 
obvious inter alia, coating the micromover component with a first film after releasing the 
micromover component, the first film being configured to store data; and affixing contact 
probes to the device after coating the micromover component, the contact probes being 
configured to read the stored data. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
